109. An envelope comprising first and second sheets attached 
together and defining a pocket between said sheets, 

said first sheet having inside and outside faces, 

said first sheet having one or more areas on which information 
may be printed, on the outside face of said first sheet, 

said first sheet having a solid opaque area on its inside face 
and directly behind each said area of said outside face. 
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REMARKS 

Claims 82-109 are in this case. There are V3 independent 
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claims 82, 87, 88, 90, 91 , 93, 96, 97, 99, 100, 102, 104 and 109. 

Thus, by this Amendment, Applicant has reduced the number of 
claims in this case from 70 to 28. 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for his diligent effort 
of clearing up the problem with the claims.
